Horah Tells the

Customs and habits of the people 
of the Gaspe peninsula, the eastern 
p art of Canada, east of the St. 
Lawrence river. W'ere outlined by 
John Henry Coon, noted lecturer, 
in an illustrated talk to students of 
Gettysburg college this m orning in 
the Majestic theater. 
The speaker told 
of the old­ 
fashioned type of life led by the 
people, most of whom are of French 
descent. 
Oxen are used in many 
places instead of horses and farming 
is 
conducted 
along lines handed 
down 
through 
generations 
with 
little or no scientific practice. 
Gaspe was described as a country- 
170 miles in length and 85 miles in 
width, containing about the same 
amount of land as the state of 
M aryland. 
Inhabitants Like Color 
Inhabitants are great lovers 
color 
as 
was 
vividly 
shown 
colored steroptician pictures. Houses 
often are painted in .several colors. 
Conveniences are few and until 1934 
the northernm ost strip of land was 
without roads. 
In more isolated 
sections 
there 
are 
no railroads, 
electricity or telephones. Tem pera­ 
tures in the w inter often drop to 35 
or 40 degrees below zero. 
One unique picture shown by Mr. 
Coon was th a t of a home with 
ladders reaching 
the roof. 
The 
speaker explained it was used by 
members of the 
family 
to light 
chimney fires in winter, water being 
stored in the house to keep it from 
freezing and for use in fire fighting. 
Near the northern 
tip of 
the 
peninsula fishing 
is one of the 
principal 
industries. 
It 
is 
done 
primarily by sm all boats, m anned by 
two men, who often bring in catches 
of from 4 ,000 to 1,200 pounds— The

in the first block of York street. I

in 1928. 
Tile bank was established under 
an act passed M arch 21, 1814 by 
the state legislature providing that 
the state be divided into 27 districts 
for banking purpases. Adams county 
was to be a district and might 
establish one bank called tile Bank 
of Gettysburg. Old bank records as 
far back as 1814 are in existence 
and have been placed on display 
this week in the bank lobby. 
Alexander Cobean was Hie first 
president of the bank and John B. 
McPherson was cashier. 
Directors

Meat ‘Tenderized’ 
Through Use of 
Ultra Violet Rays 


Pittsburgh, 
March 
21 
(AP)—A 
process 
of 
“tenderizing” 
meat 
through the use of ultra violet rays 
—which makes cheap cuts as tooth­ 
some 
as 
prime sirloin—was a n ­ 
nounced today by the Mellon Insti­ 
tute of Industrial Research. 
The method, which soon will go 
into commercial use in Cleveland, 
supplants the costly, centuries-old 
process of “ripening” or “hanging” 
choice meats for weeks to achieve 
tenderness. 
Dr. M. D. Coulter, industrial fel­ 
low at the institute, asserted the 
discovery raised beef “approximately 
one grade in palatibility” without 
affecting the natural flavor, juci- 
ness and food value. 
Under the process, a specially de­ 
signed ultra-violet lamp bombards 
the meat with bactericidal radia­ 
tions for two or three days at a 
controlled temperature of 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit, speeding the break up 


of the connective fibers which cause 
toughness. 
The old method of “hanging” 
meat in coolers 33 to 38 degrees re­ 
quired four to eight weeks. 
Meats 
tenderized 
in 
such 
fashion 
cost 
wholesale from 70 cents to .several 
dollars a pound, putting them be­ 
yond the reach of most economy- 
minded housewives. 
Doctor Coulter explained the prin- j 
ciple underlying, the method was to j 
speed the chemical reaction in beef 
at warm temperatures wliile the 
ultra-violet lamp prevented forma­ 
tion of molds or bacteria.

Harrisburg. March 21 (AP)—Con­ 
flicting reports among some demo­ 
cratic leaders that United States 
Senator Joseph F. Guffey had dis­ 
closed an intention to seek re-elec­ 
tion next year focused attention 
anew today on democratic party de­ 
velopments in Pennsylvania. 
Guffey, making a flying trip to the 
state capitol Monday night, attend­ 
ed a caucus of democratic state sen­ 
ators 
which 
some 
of 
the 
leg­ 
islators said developed into a brisk 
debate over patronage and party 
leadership in Luzerne county. 
Some said Guffey disclosed he 
would seek re-election. 
Others in­ 
sisted they heard nothing about it. 
Several who attended the caucus 
agreed, however, a dispute arose 
when Guffey talked about “har­ 
mony.” He led one wing of the 
party in a break last spring over se­ 
lection of candidates for state-wide 
offices, against another group head­ 
ed by state Chairman David L Law- 
rence. 
Democratic senators asserted Sen­ 
ator Leo C. Mundy, of Luzerne 
county, charged Guffey had sug­ 
gested a change in the party’s lead­ 
ership in that county and that Guf­ 
fey had asked Mundy to arrange a 
meeting in Washington with the 
three Luzerne judges and John S, 
Riley, a county commissioner, to set­ 
tle the matter. 
The senate meanwhile 
plodded 
through a session market by a sur­ 
prise republican move which pushed 
through to enactment a bill to ex­ 
clude the Philadelphia gas works 
from regulation by the public utility 
commission. 
64 Assistance Boards Named 
The measure had been slated for a j 
public hearing today. 
Democrats 
objected to "such short notice" but 
the republicans overrode their ob­ 
jections and passed the bill 28 to 18. 
Governor James sent the senate 
the appointments of 64 of the 67 
county boards of assistance, omit­ 
ting only Erie, McKean and York, 
but no attempt was made at con­ 
firmation. 
Harry’ Shapiro, demo­ 
cratic floor leader, and other demo­ 
crats have insisted the minority 
party would not yield enough votes 
lp the republicans confirm any 
of James’ appointees. 
In the house, the administration’s 
bills to re-enact emergency taxes 
first levied by the democrats two 
years ago were passed on first read­ 
ing, then were sent back to com­ 
mittee. Representative Edwin Win­ 
ner, iR-Montgomeryi, chairman of 
tile ways and means committee, 
said some “technical amendments’’ 
were contemplated, without chang­ 
ing the estimated revenue for the 
next tw’o years—$163,000,000
